A great achievement the country thus 
far has made in this matter. Indeed, the reduction of 
the nation’s total debt by $6,000,000,000,- accomplished 
since the war, is a record which stands without par- 
allel in the‘financial history’of the world. Naturally 
there follows a temptation to rest on our laurels. The 
obvious benefits and satisfactions of tax reduction add 
‘to the lure. The public, having tasted the joys of 
recent and promised tax cuts well justified by the im- 
proved stifte of the national budget, is only too likely 
te go on clamoring for ever more and more reduction, 
whether or not more is justified. But to yield to this 
temptation can only lead, as Mr. Mellon points out, to 
false bliss and damaging consequences. The time must. 
come, unless congress stands firm against it, when 
‘such: a policy would force the treasury not only to 
abandon debt redemption but also to resort to fresh 
borrowings ; whereupon swollen interest charges would 
soon drive taxes up again, to a point higher than they 
were before. 

No doubt a continuancé of the rapid rate of debt re- 
duction attained since 1920 is undesirable even if it 
were possible. Special resources, of a kind which are 
now exhausted, alone made the $6,000,000,000 gain 
feasible. But the program of gradual! redemption by a 
2% per cent sinking fund, together with the application 
of all sums received from our foreign debtors to the 
retirement of Liberty bonds, is none too drastic, and 
should be rigidly maintained.

Frust Cake Glazes. 


When fruit cakes are to be finished 
with a topping of candied fruits and 
angelica piled on in abundance they in 
turn need a finish A plain glaze like 
that used for nuts seems soon to turn 
to sugar, though !t might not if a 
tablespoon or more of lemon juice had 
been added to it in the cooking. It is 
acids that keep taffies from sugaring 
off when they do not contain strups or 
molasses. 

But last spring, in testing out fresh 
fruit glazes,.particulariy that with 
strawberry, one was made with a com- 
mercial product, in glass, labeled 
“apricot and pineapple preserve,” 
which proved to be excellent on the 
top of a fruit cake—bdright and shining 
and kept well, but later experiments 
showed that to get the keeping quali- 
ties was something like getting perfect 
jellies. This glaze is in a sense an al- 
most unimaginably thin layer of jelly.
